Caioioo, Jnne20.—The leaders of Cleve- 


land's cause announce to-night that al- 
though defeated, in tbe Committee by 'he 
selection of Owens of Kentucky as Tem- 
porary Chairman, they will carry the fight 
to the Convention and endeavor to defeat 
Owens by placing uu avowed Cleveland man 
in nomination, Io Hon. Henry Wattereon 
is credited the preliminary victory of tbe 
anti-Cleveland element. 
Owens, it Is 


pretty well understood, will dispute the ex- 
pediency of nominating the ex-President, 
in view of tbe factional differences in New 
York. There are many rumors of Tam- 
many exerting seductive wiles on favorite 
sons in other States, bat Tammany leaders 
still outwardly profess allegiance to the 
cause of Hill, and the gradual conviction 
is forcing itself upon every mind that the 
nomination of Cleveland will meet an elo- 
quent protest from the Empire State.

Coeducation at St. Andreiv'n. 


At St. Andrew's the arrangements for 


placing women students on uu equal 
footing with men go much further than 
the mixed attendance at lectures in 
Cambridge, or even the mixed classes in 
University college, Dundee. The wom- 
en at St. Andrew's will be taught in the 
same classrooms, by the same profess- 
ors, and will present themselves to- 
gether for the same graduation exami- 
nation. In brief, at St. Andrew's the 
right of women tp graduate is un- 
grudgingly recognized, and that by the 
same avenues as men. 


N«ftrt year the university will receive 


a sum of over £80,000, to be spent by it 
in bursaries open to students of both 
sexes attending the university, one-half 
of the sum being devoted to women ex- 
clusively. Steps ore being taken to se- 
cure a hall of residence in which the 
women students may live while attend- 
ing the university classes, and temporary 
arrangements will at once be made to 
accommodate those who matriculate 
during the sessions of 1893-3.—Univer- 
sity Correspondent. 


Two Women Delegates at Minneapolis. 


The gallant Republicans of the new 


state of Wyoming have chosen two 
women, Mrs. Theresa Jenkins, of Chey- 
enne, and Mrs. Cora G-. Carleton, of 
Hillard, as alternates to the Republican 
national convention at Minneapolis. In 
the absence of the delegates they will 
sit in the body, vote, perhaps speak—for 
they are capital orators. 


The women are indeed driving ahead 


into all the departments of our modern 
life. If those "Wyoming men delegates 
will only stay at home and rock the 
cradle we shall have, for the first time 
in the history of our politics, women in 
0110 of our great political conventions. 
After all, why not? The women of this 
country aro just as competent to select 
a president as half the men who are 
eommibsioned to those gatherings. We 
shall have a better government in every 
way when the women have more to say 
jvbout it.—New York Recorder. 


Hours of London Working Girls. 


Mr. Prcvand's bill before the house ol 


commons, which created so much dis- 
cussion in London, prohibits the em- 
ployiv.rnc of young persons under eight- 
een yeart of age, of either sex, in shops, 
warehouses or public houses for more 
than sevanty-four hours per week, in 
which meal time will bo included. It is 


notorious that in some of the shops, al- 
though they are the exception, ^ii-lo are 
employed thirteen or even fourteen 
hours per day. In many of these places 
there is no convenience for rest, and the 
girls are not even allowed to sit down 
during the hours they are employed in 
serving customers. When the British 
workman is striking for forty-eighl 
hours per week the claim of tha shop- 
girl that her time fchould not exceer 
more than beventy-four can hardly 
be regarded as excessive.—New York 
World.

The 
ladies of that town held a public demon- 
stration in order to compel their hus 
bands and other male relatives to grant 
them admission to their clubs where 
gambling is carried on.

PHYSIQUE OF WORKING GIRLS. 


A London Writer Give* the R«*ults ol 


HI* Recent Investigations. 


The employment of women arid girls 


in large business bouses, poetofflces, res- 
taurants and other occupations in tbe 
place of men has recently led the •writer 
to make inquiries as to their physical 
capability to withstand thtf long hoore 
and labor demanded of them. The re- 
sult of these investigations may not b< 
uninteresting, although it should ol 
coarse be remembered that in the ma- 
jority of the cases to which reference 
•will be made the observations are en 
Urely his own, and may therefore seem 
to savor of prejudice. It should, how 
ever, be clearly understood that he be 
lieves in the emancipation of women to 
a large extent, providing in all cases 
that their daily employment does nol 
unfit them for those domestic datiec 
which only a woman can perform, an< 
which nnntness, in the case of marriec 
women, it is regrettable to say, has often 
ended in strife and separation. 


Bnt it is not proposed to discuss 


whether it is advisable or not for women 
to enter the labor arena. The question 
is whether thp many occupations now 
being almost entirely monopolized lr 
females have any deteriorating eflec 
upon their physique, and beyond doub 
the answer must be in the affirmative. 


Nowadays life is one continuous rush 


The constant hurry skurry of a man's 
busy existence, the early rising due to 
suburban migration, the scamper to 
catclj, trains, the incessant "go" as com 
pared with the fairly placid existence 01 
fifty years ago, all have their effect upon 
the nervous system, but in his case he ie 
by nature physicallj' constituted to beat 
the constant strain to which he is sub- 
jected. 


It is not so with a woman, who mus 


necessarily remain the weaker sex, how 
ever great her mental development may 
be. To be taken from the not over ex 
citing sphere of domesticity and put intt 
one of the restless, active employment 
which they ao ably and worthily fill, t< 
enter into the ceaseless field of competi 
tion which now exists, must necessarilj 
have some weakening tendency upon 
the organism to the detriment of futur 
generations. 


It may of course be said that those wh< 


are to follow us must take care of them 
selves, and .that we must think only o 
ourselves and abide by the conditions 
under which we now-live. If this doc 
trine of selfishness is to hold good, thei 
of course nothing need be said of the re 
sponsibilities that are due to generation 
unborn^ 


Granting that women must so occup; 


themselves, do they deteriorate in phj 
sique? One has only to go into the larg 
aerated bread shops, restaurants, post 
offices and other public places to ob 
serve the effect of their employmen 
upon women. Notice their roundei 
backs and shoulders, the stooping gait 
the (oftentimes) hollow chest, the palli' 
faces.

were found to answer the description 
above given, while the majority of th 
remaining thirty-six, although apparent 
ly not outwardly imperfect so far as 
physique was concerned, appeared to b 
anaemic and anything but in a nornia 
condition of health. 


Manufactures are not here referred to 


because the baneful effects these hav< 
upon women and girls are too wel 
known. If the conclusions arrived a 
are correct, what is the remedy, if remed; 
there be? We certainly ought not to b 
content to witness this gradual decay in 
woman's physique without at least mak 
ing some elfort to alleviate or abolish 
the evil from which she suffers.—London
